SIGHTS IN ANTWERP. 


Changci That Have Token Plaice In the Old 


Flemish City. 


In walking about Antwerp it was 


Jisappoinbing te find the appoarance 
of tho city so modern; my mind had 
always pictured the ancientNctherland 
capital as peculiarly qbaiut and rich in 
tbo old-stylo architecture of tho low 
countries, but evidently the demon o) 
Improvement has a strong hold iu Bel- 
gium. 
Near the docks, along th« 


Scholdo (from which tho city [obtained 
its natno — Aen't werk — on the wharf) 
a fow of tho narrow streets still retain 
some of their old-time Dutch quaint 
ness, but much of thoir characteristic 
picturequesness was swept away carlj 
!n this century; to make room for Na> 
polcon'.s grand quays and basins, thai 
Ivere constructed at a cost of thirteen 
million francs; an enduring monument 
Lo tho 
utilitarian greatness of the 


master of Europe. I approached th« 
river by the way of tho "Grand Place," 
In which rises tho Hotel do Ville; here 
n.re to be seen several ancient guild 
houses, dating from about the yoai 
1500; the hotel itself is considered a 
fair 
specimen 
of 
the 
architec- 


ture 
of 
Renaissance of the 
mid- 


dle of the Sixteenth century. 
A few 


blocks beyond brings one -to the ijuay 
Van Dyke, facing which is tlio tish 
market, where abundant supplies ol 
fresh rish are sold each morning al 
public auction. Tho salesman names 
a high price iu sous. for. each lot, and 
then, gradually descends until a biddei 
" 
n ^r\ti t h \ i a Kr.pnnrtr.0 a 
Calls OUt 
thus becomes a 


purchaser. Tho good advantage o) 
this "Dutch auction" is that a single 
bid decides the matter and prevents 
much confusion. 
Most of the buyers 


lire 
women 
dressed 
in the 
odii 


garb of the Flanders fish-wife, who 
i'.ftorward retail their purchases in the 
market. 
These iish transactions are 


conducted in tho Flemish language, a 
longua that differs but slightly iron; 
tho Dutch, both being branches of the 
same family of Germanic languages. 
Flemish, although rich and expressive, 
can not bo called a cultivated tongue, 
balng used by tho uneducated only, 
and possessed of but little literature. 
Notwithstanding the centuries of Span- 
ish. Austrian and French domination, 
the lauguaga remains unaltered be- 
cause nover printed, except in prayer- 
books, catechisms, etc., for the use ol 
the lower classes.. French is the Ian- 
. ,uage of the Government, Legislature, 
tlie army, of most of the newspapers, 
of publle traffic, of literature, and ol 
nolito society. This little kingdom ol 
llfllgiiim, which is less than two hun- 
dred miles long, and about half as 
broad, and is considered to bo one ol 
tbc most densely populated countries 
of the globe, has still a third language 


the Walloon,' it is a Celtie-Franco- 


uian llonian patois, not entirely with- 
out a literature, there being a diction- 
ary extant, and a tongue, occurring 
occasionally in ancient docmnonts anu 
poems. The Walloons, who embrace 
:iboul two-fifths of tlio population, oc- 
i;upv tho country lying between the 
Prussian frontier and a lino drawn 
south from Liege. They ara. a busy 
people with many manufacturing in- 
Uufltries, and in crossing thoir portion 
of tho kingdom the traveler at onco 


otices the contrast between their in- 


dustrial enterprises and that of thn 
highly cultivated and smiling agricul- 
tural district of their more phlegmatic 
r'lnmi.sh neighbors. 


Among Iho many odd and interest 
ng structures in tnis older part of Ant- 
werp one of the most important, his- 
torically ar.d architecturally, .Is tho.an- 
oient "Stoeu," whoso grim walls and 
Hanking 
corner 
towers 
originally 


formed a portion of the antique castle. 
In the history of tho city it has played 
a tragic part, for it was no.ro that Philip 
II. located tho scat of the inquisition 
during those terrible six years that tlm 
Duke of Alva established a tyranny in 
tho low countries, which for extent and 
ferocity is almost unparalleled in his- 
tory. 
Tlio blood that was shed by or- 


ders emanating from the dread interior 
of these dark, uncharitable stones was 
not in vain; it brought upon tho Span- 
iards the revolt of tho provinces, the 
loss of tho Netherlands and tho loss ol 
tlie Dutch Republic. 
The building is 


now used as a museum of antiquities, 
tho collection'including weapons, ar- 
mor, fragments of old buildings, and 
ancient furniture from the fifteenth to 
tho eighteenth centuries. 
And so 1 


passed the day, tramping about the 
busy thoroughfares, looking up at 
massivo and venerable buildings, in- 
specting tho "Porte de 1'Escant," an 
ancient 
gateway 
embellished 
with 


sculptures, admiring the Hiany bronze 
statues of poets, painters and heroes 
tha.t beautify tho city, and in driving 
through dark, narrow, winding streets, 
lined with dirty nnd repulsive bouses, 
though bearing on their facades those 
quaint facial expressions peculiar to 
tho houses fronting on the back streets 
in nil old European towns. Among 
tho many public and private buildings 
visited that day not the least interest- 
ing was the richly decorated dwelling 
of Rubens, planned by himself, and 
though nearly three centuries old ap- 
pears as if erected within a few years. 
Here Rnbons spent the happiest years 
of his life, surrounded by tiis treasures, 
pictures and friends; and here he died 
on theiiOth of May, 1C40.—Cor. A 
r. Y.

Leaving out of consideration the old 


famous species of longevity and a\. 
doubtful tuodera instances of men and 
women living to bo a hundred yours 
old or more, there remain enough o 
ceutenariuuB tho date of whoso birth i' 
recorded, and the fact of whoso living 
a century or more is beyond dispute.
